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(: Ontrary to Repentance 1s 
Impenitency:wherby men 
contitue in one eſtate, neither 
ſforrowing for {inne,nor turning 
from it. | 
It 1s one of the moſt grievous 
judgements that 15,1f it be final. 
For as a {icke man then 1s molt 
ficke, when hee feeles the lealt 
ficknefle, and faith he 1s well:ſo 
miſerable man 1s in moſt miſe-: 
ry,when he feels no miſery,and- 
thinkes himſelfe in good eſtate, 
'This tinne befalles them that 
fudge themſelves righteous , 
needing no repentance: As the 
P hariſes in the dayes of Chriſt, 
the Catharifs 1n the Primitive: 
Church, and the Anabaptiſts 
in our age. Adde unto. theſe, 
ſuch as have hardened their 
hearts : ſo as they cannot diſ- 
cerne betweene good and evill;. 
| Nor 
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. Nor tremble at Gods Iudge- 
ment, but rather fret and rage 
againſt them: till God 1n his 
wrath either deſtroy them, or 
caſt them to finall deſpaire. As 
1t befell Izlian the Apoltata, 
who died blaſpheming & caſt- 
ing his own bloud into the aire. 
Betweene the two extremes, 
Repentance and Impenitency, 
1s placed counterfeit repen- 
tance. For the wicked nature of 
man can diflemble and ceunter- 
feit Gods 'grace. As the Lord 
complaineth of the Iewes : Hcr 
rebellions fifter Indah hath not re- 
turned wnto mee with her whole 
beart, but fainedly ſaith the Lora.

CHAP, XIII. 


Of cerraption of the doftrine

The firſt , that they make re- ---

And though ſome ay , that the

{din abſolution, are theſigne,” _- | 
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yet that cannot be : becauſe the 

 finnemultbe, not onely audi- 
ble, but alſo viſible. 

The ſecond, that a ſinner 
hath in him a naturall diſpoſ—i- 
tion, which being ſtirred up by 
Gods preventing grace, he may 
and can worke together with 
Gods Spirit 1n his owne repen- 
tance. But indeed all our Re- 
pentance 1s to. bee aſcribed tofſ . 
Gods grace wholly. The ſouleF - 
of man is not weake, but Rtarke 
dead in finne : and therefore it 
can no more prepare it ſelfe to 
repentance, then the body be- 7 

ing dead in the grave can dif-F. ;
